SYNOPSIS OF TILLAMOOK BLIMP STAGE 


The stage is designed to introduce Tillamook to the sport of Performance Rally. 
Layout is around the Port of Tillamook Bay’s Airpark complex, which is located 
on the old US Naval Air Station of the 1940’s and 50’s, featuring the huge blimp 
hangar, which is now converted to an air museum. The stage will start around 
the far end of the hangar on a gravel access road. Sweeping past the 
spectators assembled at the parc expose’ site, competitors soon transition 
onto the tarmac of the airport complex. Continuing in view of the spectators, the 
cars will travel out to the end of a taxiway, executing an acute left to start a run 
down the length of the runways. This run will feature some chicane and esses 
to slow and challenge the competitors, before reaching the far end of the 
runway and executing another tight left turn into a log sort yard. The surface 
changes again to a rather greasy footing, as competitors wind their way out of 
the piles of logs. On the last portion of the stage, cars will accelerate onto a 
traditional gravel haul road out of the sort yard, challenging two sets of railroad 
tracks before passing flying finish on this 1.80 mile stage. Few hazards with 
which to contend, and an easy way to get their feet wet for the day’s challenges.

SYNOPSIS OF CONTINENTAL DIVIDE STAGE 


The stage start is located two miles off of Hwy 6, and a 1600 foot elevation 
climb! Setting the tone, the ridgeline following start leg has some major 
exposures, including a triple caution exposure as the road takes a narrowing, 
tightening turn. Drivers must drive what they see, as they become familiar with 
the style of roads that this forest terrain has to offer. The next leg is along a 1.5 
mile series of twists and turns on a narrow loose gravel road with almost 
continual exposure on the right. The key continues to be adrenaline control and 
patience, as you can not straighten the road. Next, a sigh of relief as wrestling 
the twists gives way to 4 miles of established packed clay on smoother bends 
and much less exposure. The final mile features a descent through some 
challenging corners before a finish through a hairpin left.

SYNOPSIS OF STEAMPOT STAGE 


This is the longest stage of the rally and features a little of everything. It starts 
on a concrete bridge. Travelling along a creek it ebbs and flows around 
corners, crossing tributary concrete bridges and culverts, maintaining a 
smooth, level travel for the first 4 miles. Turning away from the creek, the route 
climbs sharply for the next 3 miles, featuring several hairpin turns, side hill 
exposure and blind crests on smooth new gravel and established packed rock 
road beds. Topping out at the Toll Road spectator area, cars will negotiate a 
sweeping ess, culminating in a minor yump past the spectators straight onto 
the elevated exit road. Blind corners and crests continue out to the end of Toll 
on an excellent packed surface. Executing a hairpin left from a downhill 
approach, the route turns north on an old grade road for the last 3.8 miles. 
Constant in its gradual climb, it passes by some active logging operations, 
causing some slippery road roughness. Exposure here is limited, but blind 
corners keep the driver on guard. The finish of the route tops out near 2400’.

SYNOPSIS OF SHANTY TOWN STAGE 


This stage continues with the now familiar theme of blind cornered twists and 
turns, often associated with exposure hazards. A 1.2 mile down hill start on a 
sound, but sometimes-loose covered surface culminates in a very acute left 
onto Bark Shanty Road. This road also is packed and rolled gravel with 
occasional loose top gravel. Shoulders are not well packed due to the 
newness of the bed. The road travels level following the contour of the hillside 
for the next 4.5 miles, after which some minor elevation change brings the road 
to the next ridgeline (and the spectators at Toll Road). The level portion of road 
entering spectator, and 1 mile on to the finish, is a bit soft and greasy due to 
recent log truck use. Warning! The transit from this stage (Toll Road) is 5 
miles of spectator forest access road, so there may be spectator traffic traveling 
with or against you.

SYNOPSIS OF NIGHT STAGES 


The 3 forest stages will be repeated again as the afternoon gives way to 
sunset, which is at 8:10pm. All three of the stages will have a degree of 
reduced lighting on the second time through. Teams may opt to install lights at 
the major service break after SS4, before completing the remaining 40 minutes 
of transit to ATC 5. But the last two stages of Saturday, after a short service 
stop, will definitely be after twilight for even the first cars. Ten minutes of 
emergency repair time has been allocated in the schedule as teams return to 
service one last time before heading back into Tillamook to MTC2 across the 
street from Rally Headquarters. 


This location (Tillamook Coastal Plaza) has a parking lot that is available for 
all-night repairs (the Shilo has asked that noisy, late-night repairs not be 
undertaken in their parking lot to avoid disturbing guests). Schucks Auto Parts 
(plaza tenant) will remain open until midnight. Main Street Pizza at the plaza will 
also remain open until midnight. One 24-hour gas station is located downtown 
on Main Street (Hwy 101 south).

SYNOPSIS OF CASCADE CROSSING STAGE 


This stage features good roadbed conditions, but again watch for loose gravel 
on top, especially on the narrow twisty parts. The stage starts with a 1.8 mile 
level run along the Nehalem River, before turning up a tributary creek on a 
narrow, twisty 1.3 mile leg featuring crests and blind corners leading to 
significant exposure. The middle leg of this stage is a 2.5 mile climb up and 
across a steep ridge face with a triple caution instruction for the sheer drop of 
the exposure. The blind corners continue as the route tops over the ridge. But 
the most severe exposure of the rally can be found as the route crests leading 
to a hairpin left with loose top gravel. The triple caution is again for extreme 
exposure at roadside! Drivers must slow for this hairpin, as any drift in the 
corner will risk the ultimate! Two additional multiple cautions exist on this one 
mile descent off of the ridge. 


Sweeping off the bottom of the downhill, the route crosses a gravel covered 
bridge before a very acute left to exit on an elevated adjoining road. Spectators 
will be looking for the perfect e-brake pivot and exit. The final 2 miles feature a 
climb through a series of hairpins before the finish just below Foley Peak’s 
2200’ summit. Exposure is limited on this last section, until after the stop 
control. The transit down off the peak encounters a recent blow out that almost 
caused the loss of the road. Please reduce speed, and keep left to avoid the 
no shoulder, triple caution exposure hazard on the right.
